police and civilians. 

e essence of democracy is 
the right and the ability of the 
representatives of the people to 
deliberate upon vital issues 
without intimidation, without 
fear of interference and of 
violence. There is all the differ- 
ence in the world between the 
right of the citizen to demon- 
strate and a deliberate attempt 
to force Parliament by violence 
te adopt a certain policy. And 
this was. exactly what was in- 
tended by the Herut demon- 
straters. They did not try to 
give vent to public feelings. 
They attempted to break into 
the Knesset. For a time it even 
looked as if they might suc-: 
ceed. The stones hurtling 
through the windows, sending 
splinters of giass flying every- 
where. spoke an even more elo- 
quent language than Mr. Begin 
who used his Parliamentary 
immunity to threaten and in- 
cite inside the House in the 
same manner as he had done in 
the market-place 

The probiem of reparations is 
important. But it has deen 
overshadowed completely by 
yesterday's events. This at-
